Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bourell et al 
in view of the admitted prior art of the instant disclosure. Bourell et al discloses the invention 
substantially as claimed. Bourell et al discloses a method of forming a three-dimensional sintered 
product comprising providing a first powder layer, laser sintering said first powder, providing 
additional layers upon said first sintered powder layer, wherein each successive layer is sintered 
prior to providing a next layer. Bourell et al teaches that each layer may be made of the same 
material (see col. 3 lines 53-55 for example). Bourell et al further discloses an embodiment 
wherein said additional layers are of materials different from said first powder layer, inherently 
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resulting in at least one of the layers having a density different from the first powder layer, (see 
col 2 lines 47-60, col. 4 lines 3-12 and col. 6 lines 30-66 for example). The admitted prior art of 
the instant disclosure, at paragraphs [0002]-[0007] teaches that in order to reduce cracking and 
defects when sintering different layers together, the a higher density first or initial layer should 
be covered by a sintered lower density layer, in order to reduce cracking and defects as taught by 
the admitted prior art of the instant disclosure, it would have been a modification obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide a lower density second 
sintered layer over a higher density first layer in the invention of Bourell et al. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see pages 8-10, filed on 5/23/2006, with respect to the 
rejection(s) of claim(s) 1-9 under 35 USC 103 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a new 
ground(s) of rejection is made in view of Bourell et al in view of the admitted prior art of the 
instant disclosure as applied above.
